Comfort and Fuel 


Biggest Problems

Riding comfort and economy In 


tho -uso of fuel are the main eubjectn 
for development by auto enginowi of 
the country, according to a review of 
the research activities "under direc- 
Jon of the Society o£ Automobile 
Bnprineers. 
Improvement in the riding quali- 


ties of automobiles has long attracted 
the interest of outo engineers. Out 
of this topic has come numerous de- 
vices and ideas for greater comfort 
, the auto passengers. In the search 
for 
improved methods along 
this 


line, they have gone to steamship 


d railway companies for lessons 


from their experiences in improving 
the comfort of their passengers. 
In its fuel research work, the so- 


ciety has had the co-operation of 
tho American Petroleum 
Institute, 


the Bureau of Standards and the Na- 
tional Automobile Chamber of Com- 
merce. 
It has been their dominant 


idea to look forward Into the future 
outcome of fuel use. 


Diluted Ol». 


Dilution of crankcase oil has been 
part of this fuel research problem, 
for it has been established that In- 
creased crankcase dilution has re- 
sulted in lower fuel volatility, great- 
er difficulty in starting and consider- 
able waste in driving. 
The water cooling; system has also 
presented itself as part of the fuel 
problem, since it has been found that 
the temperature of the water jacket 
has a marked influence on the rate 
of crankcase dilution. 
Indirectly it 


means greater waste, not only in fuel 
but in the wear and tear of the en- 
gine parts. 


Roads Tested. 


Besides these problems, the engi- 
neers have 
been studying various 


phases of highway construction and 
use especially in relation to wear 
and tear by heavy trucks. 
The Bu- 


rea uof Public Roads and the Rub- 
ber 
Association 
of America 
have 


been co-optfratmg with the society in 
this work, and tests have been con- 
ducted by these organizations at Ar- 
lington. Va. 


Other 
projects 
undergoing 
re- 
search bv the society engineers in- 
clude truck-transportation costs, tire 
design .and air contamination by au- 
tomobile exhaust gas. The last two 
subjects, once mastered, promise in- 
creasing comfort and relief: to auto- 
mobile riders and others.
